reprints were provided for free by ones or in 
very limited quantities. In some cases they were 
distributed upon request directly by the author; 
in other cases by a central office. In many cases 
the request was sent in on a post card, and 
equally commonly a post card was sent as a 
courtesy to acknowledge receipt of the 
requested material. 


Below is pictured an example of a post card 
requesting reprints. Mailed from Germany by 
Mayer & Muller G. m. b. H. of Leipzig on 
October 28, 1926, this card was franked 
withtwo German Eagle stamps, a 5 pfg green 
(Sc#324) and a 10pfg red (Sc# 325). Of interest 
here is the fact that both are perfinned BG/F 
(ARGE Cat#1.BGF.2). The perfin is that of 
Buchhandlung Gustav Fock (Gsutav Fock 
Bookseller) one of the two names underlined in 
the request on the back side of the card. Also 
seen on the backside is the oval receiving stamp 
of the ‘Office of the President / Dallhouse 


University’ dated November 9, 1926.
